Dramatic Increase in 
Prevalence of Diabetes 
NEW YORK — Is diabetes - 
the disorder that diet, exercise 
and insulin or pills control - in 
danger itself of getting out of 
control? At the m om ent, there 
does not seem to be an answer 
to 
this 
question, 
but 
some 
alarming statistics illustrate the 
d ram a tics 
increase 
in

prevalence of diabetes. 
In the last two decades, the

Today diabetes ranks seventh 
among the causes of death by

Yet, 
paradoxically,

diabetics 
eventually die o f some other 
complication,

disease, cerebral hemorrhage, or 
k id n e y 
disease. 
Thus 
the

pervasive than the official figures 
indicate. And because there is no 
know n cure for the condition, 
this influence will be stronger in 
the years to come. 
Why? The answer to this 
question can be summarized in 
five key words: age, population, 
heredity, obesity and detection. 
People 
are

longer 
today, on the average, than they 
did a generation or two ago. And 
it is the older person who is 
particularly prone to diabetes. 


While it is true that the disorder 
can occur at a very early age, 
four out of five diabetics are 
over 45 when they develop the 
disorder. 
Older 
women 
are 
especially susceptible: Between 
the ages of 55 and 64, the 
diabetic rate among women is 
twice as high as among men.

eight out of ten adults who 
develop diabetes are overweight 
before their condition develops.

in Missouri for this 
year is 310,000 bales with an 
average yield per acre of 513 
pounds 
of 
lint. 
This 
is the 
highest 
per 
acre 
yield 
since 
1965. For some areas of the 
Bootheel this is the first crop of 
any consequence in four years. 
In these areas more acres of 
cotton were needed to offset the 
lower yields of other crops due 
to dry weather. 
With the exception of “ high 
mike” and grade reduction due 
to grass, dry weather the 1969 
of good quality. High

were 
comm on problems through the 
Missouri Delta states this season. 
Missouri was about average in 
micronaire but below average in 
the num ber of bales reduced in 
grade due to grass. One percent 
of the samples from Missouri

This is too high but some 
of the classing offices in the 
Delta States reported as high as 
12 percent of the cotton classed

Harvest losses ran too high in 
many fields this season in spite 
of an almost perfect harvest 
season.

pickers entered the fields.

checked. Pre harvest loss is the 
am ount of cotton that is one the 
ground before cotton is {»eked, 
ground loss is the am ount of 
cotton knocked to the ground in 
process of picking. The total loas 
behind 
the 
pickers 
average 
15.3%. This is a $20.00 or more 
per acre loss on baie and a 
quarter cotton. The smallest low 
was 6.3% and the highest was 
39.6 percent. This is quite a 
variation. Picker efficiency could 
have been improved in some 
fields, but on the average was 
not higher than expected. In the

to a 3.6% average ground loss foi 
the 14 machines. This also may 
be due to the condition of the 
plant at time of harvest. 
We 
have 
all 
kinds 
of 
problems in producing a cotton 
crop. We sure need to harvest all 
we grow. Tom Brown and other 
Extension 
Agents 
have 
been 
streaing picker efficiency and 
related production practices at 
their harvesting clinics to help 
cut 
down 
on 
harvest 
losses. 
Harvest 
loss 
checks 
are also 
made available to picker owners. 
This is one of the problems we 
need to work on next year if 
hope to increase net profits. 
Now 
is the time to start 
cutting harvest losses in 1970 as
